organization no longer has an identity 
problem and is recognized throughout 
the world. We are proud to represent

The Royals’ tour, which will mark 
the 50th anniversary of the first visit 
by an American team to Japan, is 
scheduled October 28 through 
November 24, 1981. A 17-game slate 
against Japanese professional clubs 
and All-Star teams will cover 14 cities 
with the opener scheduled in Tokyo 
on October 31. The Yomiuri 
Shimbun-Sha Corporation has invited 
a Royals’ party consisting of 25 
players, manager Jim Frey and the 
coaching staff plus six executive staff 
members and respective wives. 

“We are happy and honored that 


the Kansas City Royals have been 
chosen to make the goodwill tour?’ 
said Royals’ owner Ewing Kauffman. 
“We look forward to the tour and are 
sure that it will further the 
relationship between Japanese and 
American baseball” 

“TI have been to Japan three 
different times and each time I have 
appreciated the country, the people 
and Japanese baseball more?’ said 
Frey, who along with Royals’ pitcher 
Dennis Leonard and outfielder Willie 
Wilson, toured Japan with an 
American League All-Star unit 
following the 1979 season. “The way 
the people treat you and the way they 
appreciate Major League Baseball 
makes it a trip of a lifetime”

field. The Royals have won four 
Western Division Championships over 
the past five seasons and in 1980 
captured the American League 
pennant to bring the World Series to 
Kansas City for the first time in 25 
years of major league action.

McRAE EARNS DH HONOR 

Hal McRae, perhaps the most 
productive designated hitter in the 
history of the American League, has 
been named the 1980 recipient of the 
“Outstanding Designated Hitter 
Award? 

The honor is annually co-sponsored 
by the American League and the 
Manchester, N.H., Union Leader. 
The 1980 laurel marks the second 
time McRae has garnered the top DH 
award as he was also the winner in 
1976. 

This past season McRae paced the 
league’s designated hitters with a .293 
average while also leading his 


counterparts in at bats (450), runs 


(63), hits (132), doubles (35) and RBI 


(75). During his career McRae has 


recorded a .295 average 
(835-for-2,828) as a designated hitter. 


DRAFT PRODUCES PITCHERS 

In the Major League Draft 
conducted at the annual winter 
meetings at Dallas, the Royals selected 
a pair of righthanded pitchers—Jim — 
Wright from the Phillies’ organization 
and Dave Wehrmeister from the 


Yankees’ farm system. 


Wright, a 25-year-old native of St. 
Joseph, Mo., was the Phillies’ fifth 
selection in the June 1973 Free Agent 
Draft. Since beginning his career in 
’73, he has compiled an impressive 


58-37 record despite missing much of 
1978 and all of the 79 campaign due 
to arm injuries. This past summer he 
was 9-9 at Oklahoma City, the Phils’ 
triple-A affiliate in the American 
Association. 

Wehrmeister, a product of Northeast 
Missouri State University, began his 
career in 1973 in the San Diego farm 
system. He logged three brief major 
league stints with the Padres before 
being traded to the New York 
organization in mid-1979. This past 
season at Columbus, the Yanks’ triple- 
A club in the International League, he 
posted a 3-4 record with eight saves 
and a 2.83 ERA.

A review of the Kansas City Royals’ 
1980 team and individual statistics 
provides an interesting insight into 
how the club cruised to the Western 
Division title and American League 
pennant. 

Kansas City’s attack . produced a 

.286 team batting average, highest 
mark in 30 years since the Boston Red 
Sox hit .302 in 1950. Additionally, the 
Royals led the league with 1,633 hits, 

59 triples and 185 stolen bases. The 
team’s 81 percent success ratio (43 
caught stealing) was also tops in the 
league. The Royals were second with 
63 sacrifice flies and third with 266 
doubles and 2,362 total bases and 
were fourth with | ) runs. 

George Brett, 1980 American 
League Most Valuable Player, and 
Gold Glove outfielder Willie Wilson 
dominated individual batting statistics. 

Brett won his second A.L. batting _ 
title with an astronomical .390 
average, the highest mark in the major 
leagues in 39 years. He also led the 
loop with a .664 slugging average and 

.461 on-base percentage. His slugging 
percentage is the highest since Hall-of- 
bs es Mickey Mantle slugged .687 in 
1961. 

- The All-Star third baseman tied for 
second (with Milwaukee’s Ben Oglivie) 
with 118 RBI as he became the first 
player in 30 years to average more 
RBI than games played (117). He was 
fifth in the league with 14 game 
winning RBI; eighth with 298 total

Wilson led the A.L. with 705 at 
bats, 230 hits and 133 runs, tied for 
the lead with 15 triples, was second 
with 79 stolen bases and seventh with 
a .326 batting average. His hit and run 
totals established new Royals’ records. 

The fleet outfielder also staged an 
assault on the Major League and 
American League record books. His at 
bats set a new M.L. mark as did his 
184 singles for a switch-hitter. He tied 
the M.L. record for most hits by a

only the second player in history to 
record 100 or more hits from each side 
of the plate.

Sensational Accomplishments Capture Nation 





Brett Named KC Player-of-the-Year For Fourth Time 


In a year of many accomplishments 
and awards, Kansas City Royals third 
baseman George Brett has been named 
the Royals’ Player-of-the-Year by the 
_ Kansas City Chapter of the Baseball 

Writers Association of America. 

Brett, who won the honor 
previously in 1975, 1976 and 1979, will 
receive the Les Milgram Award at the 
Tenth Annual Kansas City Baseball 
Awards Dinner on January 31, at the 
Crown Center Hotel. 

Recently, Brett was named the Most 
Valuable Player in the American 
League. The prestigious award capped 
a brilliant year by the 27-year-old 
slugger who attracted nationwide 
attention during the closing months of 
the. season when he flirted with the 
.400 level. His .390 batting average 
was the highest in the major leagues 
since Ted Williams hit .406 in 1941. In 
addition to winning his second 
American League batting crown, Brett 
also paced the league with a .664 
slugging percentage and a .461 on-base 
percentage. His 118 RBI established a 
new Royals’ record and was tied for 
second among the league leaders as he 
averaged more than an RBI per game 
while‘appearing in 117 contests. 

Brett is the first player in 25 years 
of major league history in Kansas City 
to win the MVP honor. In the Royals’ 
12-year history, Brett’s second place 
finish in 1976 and Al Cowens’ second 
place showing in 1977 were the 
previous highs. Brett also finished 
third in 1978 and 1979 in the MVP 
balloting.

Everything that has happened 
after the season is an added bonus... 
and I got some very big and special 
bonuses this year. 

“I think now when people think 
about baseball, American League 
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baseball and baseball in the Midwest, 
the first thing that is going to come to 
their minds is Kansas City and what a 
great team we have here? Brett 
continued. “I’m very proud to be a 
part of it. I know I captured a lot of 
the media’s attention this past season, 
but the Royals have a team built on 
teamwork —not on an individual. This 
past season was not only a great year 
for George Brett, but it was a great
